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CHAPTER IX 


THE PASSING OF RUSSIA 

T O discuss the Russian Revolution as we have done 
thus far and leave it at that would indeed be like 
discussing Hamlet and leaving out the Prince of Den¬ 
mark. For the meaning of that Revolution both to the 
Russian nation and to the world is far more profound 
than the political, economic, and social changes which 
have attended it and which for twenty years have 
been the main topic of world debate. We have seen how 
the first revolution which overthrew the czardom was 
undoubtedly a national revolution, an expression of the 
democratic ideals of the Russian people. The principles 
which that revolution brought forth and the institutions 
which it set up were the consummation and flowering 
of the myriads of little democracies which dotted the 
Russian steppes. 

Between that first revolution and the second yawns an 
impassable gulf, and in the fact of this gulf lies the ex¬ 
planation of the character and meaning of that revolu¬ 
tion. So far from being a national revolution like the 
first, this second revolution was, beyond any doubt what¬ 
ever, an attack upon the Russian nation. And that at- 
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tack was launched with a hatred and a fury, as though 
the whole structure of Russian life which had been built 
through the centuries was part of the old regime. To 
destroy this and set up in its place a Bolshevist ideology 
and government and way of life was the one aim and 
consuming ambition, and this ambition was relentlessly 
pursued until the whole past of Russia had been swept 
into the grave on top of the czarist order. Other revolu¬ 
tions had transformed other countries; this cleared away 
even the foundations, and that which arose in the place 
of what had been destroyed was as strange to the peo¬ 
ple of the land as though it had come from the hand of 
a conjurer. 

Volumes have been written on this second revolution 
which brought this complete destruction, but if all these 
were boiled down until only one sentence remained to 
explain the vast overthrow, that sentence would be the 
one which fell from the lips of the present dictator of 
Russia, “I am an Asiatic.” Other expressions of Stalin 
and his associates have thrown light upon this or that 
aspect of the ideology and system of the Soviets. Other 
commentators have described and interpreted them to 
the West. But in this single sentence we have the master- 
key which goes to the very heart of the overthrow and 
explains it all, “I am an Asiatic.” Though this dictator 
of the U.S.S.R., who comes from a people to whom the 
Russian language is an unknown tongue, was speaking 
of himself, he might well have been speaking of the 
whole Bolshevist movement and order, for that too might 
truthfully say, “I am an Asiatic.” 

This second revolution, therefore, differs from the first, 
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the real and only Russian Revolution, not only in the 
fact that it was anti-Russian, but also in the fact that it 
was anti-European. This latter fact which is obvious to 
those who have followed the Bolshevist movement from 
the beginning, and with which I shall deal at length in 
the following chapter, has been little dwelt upon despite 
its transcendent importance. The economic aspect of the 
movement has commanded our attention and not only 
commanded it but commanded it to the exclusion of 
every other. Marxism we thought of as a new economic 
philosophy which aimed at the overthrow of the capital¬ 
ist order and the establishment in its place of the dictator¬ 
ship of the proletariat. But in Russia the men who 
launched this second revolution put no such construc¬ 
tion upon the new gospel nor read any such limitation 
between its lines. They knew their Communist Mani¬ 
festo by heart and had not forgotten that last paragraph: 
“Communists scorn to hide their views and aims. They 
openly declare that their purposes can only be achieved 
by the forcible overthrow of the whole extant social 
order.” And they set about achieving this grand objective 
fervently and ruthlessly as though to make up for lost 
time. With the same zeal with which they slaughtered 
the bourgeoisie and drove them into exile, they hunted 
down the clergy. Christian holidays were abolished as 
pillars of the old regime. An icon in a home was con¬ 
clusive proof of counter-revolutionary sympathies. Parents 
were forbidden to give religious instruction to their chil¬ 
dren. To see to it that this “Holy Russia” was done away 
with, effectively and for all time, a League of the God- 
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less was organized to mock out of existence every vestige 
of faith and reverence. 

Similarly the law courts were taken in hand. Justice 
was no longer a principle but an expedient. A new juris¬ 
prudence was created which fitted into the new ideology. 
To sit upon the bench or practice in these new courts one 
had to be not a lawyer but a Bolshevik. Legal and illegal 
had to do with Bolshevist orthodoxy. Crime was no 
longer a violation of personal or property rights but 
something which ran contrary to the Bolshevik concep¬ 
tion of these rights. Cruelty ceased to be cruelty if it 
were Bolshevist cruelty. Punishment was meted out not 
as a deterrent from crime or to preserve order but solely 
in reference to the new politics. In these courts as else¬ 
where, Bolsheviks had special standing and received 
special consideration. 

In science and art and education also the old regime 
was found, and there began a destruction comparable 
to the demolition of churches and the melting up of 
bells. All that the centuries had brought forth was gath¬ 
ered up and laid before these new men. The test of 
values of that accumulation was not unlike that applied 
by the Saracens before the burning of the Alexandrian 
Library, “If these books agree with the Koran, they are 
useless; if they disagree, they are pernicious.” In the 
country of the proletarian the Koran was the writings 
of Karl Marx, the Prophet of the New Order. The rich 
culture of Russia was gone over for the bourgeois taint. 
And it was there, in science, in art, in literature, in 
music—products of the bourgeois mind. Some of the 
creators of those immortal works had been noble land- 
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lords, exploiters, therefore, of the “toiling masses.” Many 
of them had even been admirers of the Nazarene. All 
these fell under the ban not alone because of their 
bourgeois origin but because in their very nature they 
were counter-revolutionary. From the schools of Russia 
the classics disappeared. Fairy stories were no longer to 
be read. Works of the imagination were all un-prole¬ 
tarian and would contribute nothing to an understanding 
of Marx. To complete this purging of the old order, the 
children of the aristocracy, the bourgeoisie, the clergy, 
and the intelligentsia were excluded from the schools of 
Russia. The U.S.S.R. from top to bottom should be the 
work of the “toiling masses.” The proletariat would 
create its own civilization. 

Manners and customs were subjected to the same rigid 
test and the same Bolshevisation. Human relations and 
sex relations were overhauled. The institution of mar¬ 
riage was done away with and in its place a proletarian 
marriage was introduced, with divorce to be consum¬ 
mated by the sending of a card to either party. “Of 
course the bourgeois family will disappear with the dis¬ 
appearance of its complements,” Marx had said, “and 
the family and its complements will vanish when capital 
vanishes. ... At worst Communists can only be charged 
with wanting to replace a hypocritical and concealed 
community of women by an official and frankly acknowl¬ 
edged community.” (Communist Manifesto.) How well 
the followers of Marx carried out his instructions in 
Russia may be seen from the following extract from an 
article, “Bolshevism, Reign of Terror at Odessa,” by the 
Rev. C. Courtier-Foster, British Chaplain at Odessa, 
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which appeared in the London Times in its issue of 
December 3, 1919. “Week by week the newspapers pub¬ 
lished articles for and against the nationalization of 
women. In South Russia the proposal did not become a 
legal measure, but in Odessa bands of Bolshevists seized 
women and girls and carried them off . . .” Later this 
Sabine practice was done away with and the card system 
was introduced. A proletarian chivalry was created. The 
emancipation of woman was extended to include the 
privilege of working in the mines and the heavy indus¬ 
tries. By the spring of 1936 “26 per cent of all workers 
in the metal and machine trades, 40 per cent of the em¬ 
ployees in the wood working trades and 24 per cent of all 
the Soviet coal miners were women.” (New York Times, 
March 6, 1936.) The old order had now completely dis¬ 
appeared, and with it, Russia. There is no Russia today. 
Only U.S.S.R. and that R does not stand for Russia. 

Compare this second revolution in Russia with any 
other major revolution in history. These latter were na¬ 
tional revolutions like the first revolution in Russia. 
These ended dynasties and broadened the basis of popu¬ 
lar government. Neither in England nor France nor else¬ 
where did these revolutions destroy or seek to destroy the 
entire civilization of the country. The Bolshevist Revolu¬ 
tion was from the very beginning anti-national, venting 
its hate and fury not against the dynasty, which the first 
revolution had ended, not against the upper and middle 
classes alone, but, as we have seen, against the ideals and 
traditions, the democracy, the religion, the culture, the 
manners and customs of the Russian people. Here was 
a revolution comparable not to an uprising but to a for- 
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eign invasion, obliterating, like that of the Vandals, the 
whole past of a great nation. As little as the Vandals 
were the Bolsheviki moved by love of country. That too 
belonged to the old Russia and to the benighted nations 
of western Europe. “I am an Asiatic,” said Stalin, speak¬ 
ing for himself and truthfully also for the Bolshevist 
Revolution. 

This past of Russia, which the followers of the Prophet 
set themselves utterly to destroy, was an integral part of 
the past of Europe. The science, the art, the literature, 
the music of Russia bespoke the kinship of the Russian 
people with the peoples of the West. Like a single carpet, 
a common civilization extended from the Mediterranean 
and the British Isles to the Urals and across northern 
Asia to the Pacific. Rich in hues and with pattern differ¬ 
ing in different countries, it had been woven in the great 
Aryan loom and lay upon the floor of this common 
Aryan home. To Russia this civilization had come late, 
as it had come late to Germany as compared with France 
and Britain, as it had come late to France and Britain as 
compared to Italy. Over Russia the night lingered long 
after it had disappeared in the West. While other coun¬ 
tries were receiving the Renaissance, Russia was strug¬ 
gling with the barbarous horde that had come out of the 
East. For four hundred years that horde remained there, 
masters of the land. That four hundred years accounts 
for the arrested development of the Russian nation, the 
gulf between it and the West. Not until the nineteenth 
century did Russia rejoin Europe. Then, under the in¬ 
spiration of the West, the Russian land blossomed like 
another Italy. Writers of incomparable genius arose, 
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rivalling those of England and France. Composers un¬ 
surpassed vied with their brothers of the German race. 
Theatre arts and the choric arts added their luster to the 
Russian name, famous throughout the world. To this 
quickened spirit and these rich treasures Asia had con¬ 
tributed nothing—except destroyers. 

To dwell upon the political, the economic, and the so¬ 
cial changes which the Bolshevist Revolution brought 
about, and neglect this push of Asia toward the West, is 
like watching stones falling from a hillside while re¬ 
maining blind to the mighty glacier that is laying low 
even the hills themselves. 

In the following chapter I shall take up at length this 
larger aspect of the great overthrow and its meaning to 
Europe and to the West. Here I can only invite attention 
to a little noticed phenomenon in the history and de¬ 
velopment of Russia. We speak of the passing of Russia. 
Has Russia ever existed? Is it not rather a figment of 
the imagination, or at best a plasm moulded through 
the centuries now from the east and now from the west ? 
Undoubtedly a land called Russia is there. But is this 
land not rather a stage on which now Europe and now 
Asia enact their great dramas and play their great roles? 
For as we watch the unfoldment of what is called Rus¬ 
sian history over a thousand years we see alternately 
come out of the wings, Ruric the Norseman and his re¬ 
tainers, (850) to become the czars and the aristocracy of 
Russia and through their descendants to rule for four 
hundred years. Again the curtain rises and out of the 
east comes the horde of Genghiz Khan, (1215) the vi¬ 
kings of the Gobi we may call them, to play their part on 
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the stage of the Russian land. And the time of this act is 
another four hundred years. Again the curtain rises and 
again it is not Russia we see but a branch of that western 
race to which the Norseman belonged, the Baltic German 
this time, destined through the House of Romanoff to 
rule the Russian land to the coming of the Great War. 
And now the East returns. Where is this Russia of which 
through the centuries we have heard ? For all that we see 
is, as it were, a pendulum swinging now this way and 
now that. Yet we are aware of this Russia. We know it 
is there. We sense it in the vast ocean of Russian litera¬ 
ture. We hear its voice in the Marche Slav, the cry of a 
people out of the night of universal tragedy. Not a 
pendulum but a cross, with one arm toward the east, the 
other toward the west. And there hangs the Slav. What 
we are witnessing today is the crucifixion of Russia. We 
await the resurrection. 1 

In a preceding chapter I called attention to the remark¬ 
able words of General Bliss on the occasion of the sign¬ 
ing of the Versailles Treaty. We have seen how the years 
have justified his prediction as to the consequences of that 
Treaty. The following quotation, having to do with the 
Bolshevist movement, is no less remarkable for its in¬ 
sight into the character of that movement and what it 
would mean to the world. It is taken from a report on 
Bolshevism in Russia written by Sir M. Findlay to Mr. 
Balfour on September 17, 1918. 

“I consider the immediate suppression of Bolshevism 
the greatest issue now before the world, not even except¬ 
ing the war which is still raging, and unless as above

stated, Bolshevism is nipped in the bud immediately, it 
is bound to spread in one form or another over Europe 
and the whole world, as it is organized and worked by 
Jews who have no nationality and whose one object is 
to destroy for their own ends the existing order of 
things.” 

Two men of vision in a blind world, an American in 
Paris and an Englishman in Russia, the one looking 
along the future of the Versailles Treaty, “Low period, 
then a high period, then the devil to pay all over the 
world,” and the other seeing in Bolshevism “the great¬ 
est issue now before the world, not even excepting the 
war which is still raging . . . bound to spread in one 
form or another over Europe and the whole world. . . .” 

This report, a state-paper published by the British Gov¬ 
ernment, brings into the foreground a matter which, since 
the close of the Great War, has been the subject of loud 
and acrimonious debate not only in Europe but through¬ 
out the world, the relation of the Jew to Bolshevism. In 
view of the outstanding importance of this subject, with¬ 
out a thorough knowledge of which in all its wide ramifi¬ 
cations, it is impossible to understand the New Europe 
and, we may safely add, the profound questions of peace 
and democracy, let us in a few words survey this stormy 
field and see what were the facts which led this British 
agent to his conclusion that the Bolshevist movement 
was “organized and worked by Jews whose one aim is 
to destroy for their own ends the existing order of 
things.” And let us extend our survey over the years sub¬ 
sequent to those covered by this report and see what the 
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facts arc there which have led to the same conclusion 
others innumerable in all parts of the world. 

At the outset of this survey certain definite facts should 
be borne in mind. There can be no doubt whatever that 
large numbers of the Jewish people living in Russia were 
opposed to the principles of the Bolshevist Revolution 
and abhorred its violence and cruelty. Nor can there be 
any doubt that the vast majority of the Jews conspicuous 
in the forefront of this revolution, were, as has been fre¬ 
quently pointed out, apostate Jews. This latter fact, how¬ 
ever, is beside the point, for no more than apostate Gen¬ 
tiles cease to be Gentiles do apostate Jews cease to be 
Jews. The British agent in his report as well as others 
who are on record in this controversy are referring not 
to a sect but to a race. Essential also to an understanding 
of the matter in hand is the fact that at the time of this 
vast overthrow, the Jews of Russia, including Poland, 
Galicia and other territories afterwards detached, num¬ 
bered approximately 314 % of the population. Equally im¬ 
portant is it to know that of this 3^%, only 2% were 
workmen and 2% were peasants, a fact of no little signifi¬ 
cance in a revolution presumably a workers’ and peasants’ 
revolution. 2 

The British Government was not the only government 
that received, during the Bolshevist Revolution and im¬ 
mediately after, reports similar to that sent by Sir M. 
Findlay to Mr. Balfour. Indeed, one may say without 
the least exaggeration that reports of this same general 
character were pouring into every government that had 
agents of any kind in Russia, whether secret or commer-

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cial or diplomatic. Certainly, so far as the American Gov¬ 
ernment is concerned, there can be no doubt whatever 
of this fact. So numerous were the communications re¬ 
ceived and so important was the subject considered, that 
the State Department compiled and published a digest of 
these reports, and, in addition, the United States Senate 
appointed a special committee, called the Overman Com¬ 
mittee, which went thoroughly into the whole matter, 
summoning personally before it the government agents 
who by this time had returned from Russia, as well as 
any others who might throw additional light upon the 
subject. The following extracts show the general trend of 
the testimony of these witnesses: 

“The leaders of the movement, I should say, are about 
two-thirds Russian Jews.” William C. Huntington, Com¬ 
mercial Attache of the United States Embassy at Petro- 
grad from June, 1916, to September, 1918. (Page 69.) 

“In Russia it is well known that three-fourths of the 
Bolshevist leaders are Jewish.” Mr. Welsh, for two years 
a junior officer of the National City Bank in Russia. 
(Page 269.) 

“When the Bolsheviki came into power, all over Petro- 
grad we at once had a predominance of Yiddish proc¬ 
lamations, big posters, and everything in Yiddish.” Dr. 
Simons, pastor of the Methodist Church in Petrograd. 
(Page 142.) 

Later, in the Yale Review in an article entitled “The 
World Menace,” Mr. Henry C. Emery, LL.D., former 
chairman of the United States Tariff Board, supported 
this testimony. “No one who ever made a visit to Smolny 
Institute, when that was the headquarters of the Bolshe- 
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visi government in Petrograd, could fail to understand 
how easy it is to get the impression that the Jews have 
at last seized power.” :t 

In this seizure of power, native Jews were greatly aided 
hy large numbers of former emigrants of the same race 
who had hurried back after the fall of the czardom. 
I ravelers had met them in every port. In Russia in Up¬ 
heaval, Professor Edward A. Ross of the University of 
Wisconsin gives a picture of this influx. “I had an oppor- 
tunity to observe many of these,” he says, “and their ap¬ 
pearance boded ill for their native land. For the most 
part, they were of the lowest class of Russian Jews, dirty, 
sordid, repulsive, not genuine revolutionists at all, but 
ignorant self-seeking proletarians. One of them on our 
boat tried to smuggle into the country twenty-three pairs 
of shoes and fifteen pairs of gloves, and made a great 
outcry when he was required to pay duty on these goods. 
It was his sort which, on leaving the quarters which had 
been provided for them at Vladivostok, stole the silver 
from the tables and the blankets and pillows from the 
beds.” 4 

In European Russia, thousands of miles distant from 
this port of Vladivostok, the professional revolutionists 
had succeeded in setting up their government. The fol¬ 
lowing bit of description from the pen of a well-known 
English writer, who was present at the meeting of the 
First All-Russian Congress in 1918, gives us a glimpse

into the character of that government. “On the high 
stage, from which Chaliapin first gave his immortal ren¬ 
dering of Boris, now sat the members of the Central 
Executive Committee—a motley gathering of about a 
hundred and fifty intellectuals with a strong predomi¬ 
nance of Jews.” {British Agent, by Bruce Lockhart, page 
292.) 

Meanwhile in the urban centers and throughout the 
rural districts, executing the order of this Central Execu¬ 
tive Committee, thousands of petty officers were com¬ 
pleting the great conquest. Newspaper correspondents on 
the ground catalogued their numbers and gave them to 
the world. “90 per cent Jews,” said the correspondent of 
the London Daily Mail. The correspondent of the Morn¬ 
ing Post was more exact. Out of 545 commissars in the 
country, 447 were Jews. Of the leaders of this alien 
bureaucracy a few stand out like flags. There was 
Trotzky, from New York, leading the armies of Russia, 
and Zinoviev heading the great International that was to 
release the toilers of all nations. Zinoviev was also Com¬ 
missar of Petrograd, while Kamenev, brother-in-law of 
Trotzky, was Commissar of Moscow. To Madame 
Kamenev had been entrusted the culture of Russia, and 
to Radek, Director of Publicity, the task of selling this 
new Russia to the world. Steinberg was Commissar of 
Justice, and Uritzsky, Commissar in charge of Counter- 
Revolution and Speculation. Over the Ukraine, the rich¬ 
est province of Russia, was Rakovsky, while Joffe, High 
Plenipotentiary, negotiated treaties for this new Russia 
with the nations of Europe and the Far East. From the 
Foreign Office was soon to pass the Russian Chicherin, 
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to be succeeded by the Jew Litvinoff (Finklcstcin), and 
behind Finklestein, Weinstein. And so it went. 

It is interesting in connection with this passing of Rus¬ 
sia to note official opinion as to the meaning of that sec¬ 
ond revolution. In a recent celebration of the coup d’etat 
which brought the Bolsheviki to supreme power, a great 
banner was displayed in Moscow that crowds might see 
the spiritual fathers of the new Russia. Four pictures were 
there. Above, Marx and Engels, authors of the Commu¬ 
nist Manifesto, both Jews and foreign Jews at that; be¬ 
low, Lenin, a man of doubtful racial origin but appar¬ 
ently Mongoloid, an outstanding disciple of Marx, who 
had spent most of his later years outside Russia in con¬ 
stant association with other emigres; and Stalin, another 
disciple of Marx, a self-proclaimed “Asiatic.” Of the 
Slavic race, the Great Russians, the White Russians, and 
the Ukrainians and others, which constitute more than 
80 per cent of the population, the race which had given 
to Russia her art, her literature, her music, her science, 
her civilization, not a single representative. 

When we turn from these high places of power and 
influence to the humbler offices of administration we are 
again confronted with evidence unmistakable that the 
Bolshevist Revolution was not, as it is called, a revolution, 
but actually an invasion. It is, of course, well known that 
the present dictator of the U.S.S.R. wears, as the only 
mark of his exalted station, the modest title of General 
Secretary of the Communist Party, and that the vast 
power which he wields is derived solely from this lowly 
secretaryship. This Party has numerous other secretaries 
who occupy in the provinces a position similar to that of 
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Stalin in the nation. In view of the dictator’s pronounced 
racial bias, which was apparent even in the early days 
when he was Commissar of Nationalities, the list of these 
secretaries occasions no surprise. This list, covering the 
forty provinces of the Soviet Union and nine sub-divi¬ 
sions, with the name and nationality of the secretary of 
each, appeared in the Novoe Slovo, a White Russian paper 
published in Berlin, in its issue of October 27, 1935. A 
glance over this list reveals, out of a total of 49 secretaries, 
4 Russians and 41 Jews. Of the other 4, 2 are Armenians, 
1 a Georgian, and x a Buriat. Or, taken together, 4 
Russians and 45 Asiatics. That this proportion is not 
extravagant but represents a general condition through¬ 
out the country is evidenced by a statement which ap¬ 
peared in the Jewish Chronicle of January 6, 1933. “Over 
one-third of the Jews have become officials.” 

Equally surprising and equally significant is what hap¬ 
pened in the field of religion. “Religion is the opiate of 
the people,” Marx had written. To destroy religion, there¬ 
fore, was essential if the great emancipation was to be 
achieved. Fifteen years after the Bolshevist Revolution 
was launched to carry out the Marxist program, the 
editor of the American Hebrew could write: “Accord¬ 
ing to such information as the writer could secure while 
in Russia a few weeks ago, not one Jewish synagogue 
has been torn down, as have hundreds—perhaps thou¬ 
sands of the Greek Catholic Churches. ... In Moscow 
and other large cities one can see Christian churches in 
the process of destruction ... the Government needs the 
location for a large building.” ( American Hebrew, Nov. 
18, 1932, page 12.) Apostate Jews, leading a revolution 
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that was to destroy religion as the “opiate of the people” 
had somehow spared die synagogues of Russia. 

In all this there was lacking during the first decade of 
the revolution a visible symbol of the great triumph. The 
hammer and the sickle were there, announcing in the 
language which the millions of workers and peasants 
could understand, the coming of the reign of the “toil¬ 
ing masses.” Capitalism had been overthrown and in its 
place there had been set up the dictatorship of the prole¬ 
tariat. But obviously something was lacking. One phase 
of the mighty struggle had not yet found its visible 
representation. The time had not yet come. Counter 
revolution was still abroad in the land, a revolution by 
those who somehow seemed aware of the meaning of 
what was going on. Not until these had been put out of 
the way and the land cleared of “wreckers” and “re¬ 
actionaries” did the missing thing appear. Then, the 
struggle over, the great banner of the new regime was 
unfurled, and there upon it, above the hammer and the 
sickle, the five-pointed star of King David. 5 The House 
of Israel had succeeded the House of Romanoff, but at 
what cost to the Russian people! 

In the new constitution recently adopted in the 
U.S.S.R. we have another interesting provision which 
bears upon this passing of Russia. The Christian religion 
has for centuries been the religion of the Slav as it has 
been the religion of the other races of Europe. We have 
seen the record of the Bolsheviki and the Soviet Govern-

(From the new Soviet Constitution.) 
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ment in relation to that religion. In Article 124 of the 
new constitution we find the following: 

“Freedom to perform religious rites and freedom of 
anti-religious propaganda is recognized for all citizens.” 

Significant as this is, it becomes even more significant 
when taken in connection with a provision in the preced¬ 
ing article, 123. 

“Any direct or indirect restriction of these rights . . . 
as well as any propagation of racial or national excep¬ 
tionalism or hatred and contempt, is punishable by law.” 

The Soviet Government, in this great new charter of 
liberty, as it is called, reserves the right through the vast 
instruments of propaganda which it controls, to continue 
its campaign of religious “exceptionalism or hatred and 
contempt,” but any racial “exceptionalism or hatred and 
contempt” is punishable by law. 6 

Nothing that has happened in recent years in this land 
of many and strange happenings reveals so clearly the 
situation behind the scenes and establishes so completely 
the conclusion of the government agents and all that 
subsequent events have shown as this provision in the 
new constitution bearing on the question of race. 

Why is that Communists do not want the race ques¬ 
tion discussed, and why is this their policy not only in 
Russia but throughout the world? Obviously this “class- 
struggle,” as it is called, is something more than a class 
struggle, and obviously this “dictatorship of the prole¬ 
tariat” is something more than a dictatorship of the

linly new meaning. We begin to understand why one 
I’"iy i" die great controversy insists upon confining the 
discussion to the class struggle, while the other insists 
dial, in view of what happened in Russia, it is impossible 
n> separate the so-called class-struggle from the question 
ol race. And as this discussion proceeds, with Soviet 
Russia and its world-following leading upon the one side 
and National Socialist Germany and its world-following 
h ading upon the other, slowly but surely there emerges 
die outline of a mightier conflict, the conflict of contend¬ 
ing races, Aryan and Jew. 

We arc apt to imagine that what is called “the racist 
theory” came in with the establishment of the Hitler 
regime in Germany. And so fantastic is this theory con¬ 
sidered that eminent scholars have come forward to dis¬ 
miss ii as ridiculous and even to deny that there is such 
a thing as an Aryan or a Jewish race, basing their denial 
on the fact that no race is pure. The contention is 
academic and has no place in a discussion of realities. No 
one knows this better than the Jew himself who, through¬ 
out the ages, has clung more tenaciously to his racial 
identity and proclaimed more loudly his racial accom¬ 
plishments than any other people in the world. Only 
the Aryan seems to be a myth. Yet eminent Jews have 
themselves not only recognized the existence of an Aryan 
race but have seen between that race and their own a 
gulf as old as the Pharaohs and filled with even more 
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ominous possibilities in these western lands. Few Jews 
in public life have attained a higher place in the admira¬ 
tion of their people than that friend of the Kaiser, head 
of the great Electrical Trust, Chairman of the War In¬ 
dustries Companies during the World War, and later 
Foreign Minister of Germany, Walter Rathenau. 

It is interesting just now when this matter of race is 
receiving world attention to read once more that re¬ 
markable passage on the subject from the writing of this 
distinguished Jew. “ ‘The epitome of the history of the 
world, of the history of mankind, is the tragedy of the 
Aryan race.’ A blond and marvelous people arise in the 
north. In overflowing fertility it sends wave upon wave 
into the southern world. Each migration becomes a con¬ 
quest, each conquest a source of character and civiliza¬ 
tion. But with the increasing population of the world 
the waves of the dark peoples flow ever nearer, the circle 
of mankind grows narrower. At last a triumph for the 
south: an oriental religion takes possession of the north¬ 
ern land. They defend themselves by preserving the 
ancient ethic of courage. And finally the worst danger 
of all: industrial civilization gains control of the world, 
and with it arises the power of fear, of brains and of 
cunning, embodied in democracy and capital. . . .’ ” This 
is quoted from the Life of Walter Rathenau, by Count 
Harry Kessler, page 37. And the biographer adds and 
underscores, as I have underscored, “The tragedy of the 
Aryan race, not of the Jewish. That was his feeling, and 
that is the peculiarity of Rathenau’s attitude to the Jew¬ 
ish problem.” 

Not only, then, was there an Aryan race but this Aryan 
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race was facing a tragedy which touched this thoughtful 
Jew with compassion for that “blond marvelous people” 
of the north and its kindred in other lands. Sprung from 
a family which had lived for centuries in Germany, 
Walter Rathenau had given much thought to the char¬ 
acter and relation of the two races. And there before his 
eyes was not only the Aryan but the Jew. “Whoever 
wishes to see it should wander through the Tiergarten- 
strasse at twelve o’clock on a Berlin Sunday morning, or 
else look into the foyer of a theatre in the evening. 
Strange sight! There in the midst of German life is an 
alien and isolated race of men. Loud and self-conscious 
in their manner. An Asiatic horde on the sandy plains of 
Prussia. . . . Forming among themselves a close cor¬ 
poration, rigorously shut off from the rest of the world. 
Thus they live half-willingly in their invisible ghetto, 
not a living limb of the people but an alien organism in 
its body.” (From Hear 0 Israel! by Walter Rathenau, 
quoted in the afore-mentioned biography.) And this race 
out of Asia, the embodiment “of fear, of brains and of 
cunning,” was unmistakably rising to supreme power in 
the lands of the Aryan. 

The supremacy of this Asiatic race in Germany may be 
seen in the following statistics brought out by numerous 
investigations begun and completed under the Republic. 
Berlin Stock Exchange: Controlling operations, n6 Jews 
and 31 Germans; Committee, produce section, 12 Jews 
and 4 Germans; Managing metals, 10 Jews and 2 Ger¬ 
mans; Supervising prices, 14 Jews and 2 Germans; Board 
of Examiners, 18 Jews and 5 Germans. In the medical 
profession throughout the country, 31% were Jews. In 
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the city of Berlin it was 52% with 68% of the welfare 
doctors Jewish; 50% in the medical faculty and 45% of 
the hospital directors. In the legal profession in nine 
leading cities, 40% were Jews (1926), the proportion in 
Berlin being 54%. In the colleges and universities 30% 
of the professors were Jews (1928). In other fields it 
was the same story. From the great publishing houses 
of Ullstein and Mosse, both Jewish, came the major part 
of the magazines of the country. Leading newspapers 
were in the same hands. Of the 29 theatres in Berlin, 23 
were owned by Jews, with 75% of all the plays pro¬ 
duced being plays by Jewish playwrights. In the films, 
largely controlled by magnates of the same race, virtually 
the whole leading personnel was Jewish. In music much 
the same condition prevailed. 

The Jewish population at this time was 1% of the 
whole . 

Let us turn then to this racial struggle, of which the 
class struggle would seem to be a part, and see how this 
too is related to the struggle for world dominion. 

Shortly after the launching of the boycott against Ger¬ 
many by International Jewry, a huge poster appeared in 
all the streets of Berlin with the following proclamation: 

“On Jan. 30 Adolph Hitler, the leader of the German 
movement of liberation, was appointed Chancellor of the 
Reich. On March 5 the German people in a miraculous 
uprising went on record for him and his task of libera¬ 
tion. The national revolution broke the old system to 
pieces; Marxism is smashed down and Germany ad¬ 
vances toward new heights. 

“This grand German fight for liberty fills the interna- 
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tional Jew with hatred and fury. He realizes that his 
power in Germany is coming to an end. He realizes that 
he cannot make a Soviet-Jewish colony of convicts out 
of this Germany. 

“He now acts according to the program that the Zion¬ 
ist leader Theodor Herzl proclaimed in 1897 in Basle 
at the big Jewish congress (from the minutes of the 
seventh session): ‘As soon as a non-Jewish State dares to 
resist us Jews we must be in a position to cause its neigh¬ 
bors to go to war against it. As a means to that end we 
shall use public opinion by working on it through the 
so-called eighth great power (the press). With a few ex¬ 
ceptions that do not figure at all, the entire press of the 
world is in our hands.’ ” 

Here was something new and, particularly that last 
paragraph, as startling to the uninformed, including the 
so-called intellectuals, as the testimony of those govern¬ 
ment agents and others which revealed the real character 
of the Russian Revolution. Was it possible that that vast 
overthrow and those other abortive efforts looking in the 
same direction which, likewise under Semitic leadership, 
had occurred in neighboring countries, were in some way 
linked up, as this German proclamation seemed to in¬ 
dicate, with some sinister, occult plan of International 
Jewry to advance its dream of world dominion? That 
it had such a dream had never been denied nor was that 
dream of recent origin but dated back to the holy books 
of Israel in which this dominion had been repeatedly 
promised to the “chosen race.” For centuries Christians 
had been aware of this promise, but in their opinion it 
referred to a spiritual kingdom in no way a rival or a 
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menace to the secular kingdoms of the world. With this 
interpretation many leaders of Jewry were in accord. “A 
chosen people,” says Claude G. Montfiore, “but not 
chosen in order to acquire prosperity, or power, or num¬ 
bers, not chosen for the sake of arts, or science, or phi¬ 
losophy, but chosen to learn, and help in diffusing, true 
doctrine and true experience about God and righteous¬ 
ness and the relation of man to God and of God to 
man.” (Liberal Judaism, page 158.) The mission of 
Israel was a spiritual mission. 

Unfortunately, as in all races and in all religions, there 
were within the Jewish community large numbers, in¬ 
cluding eminent rabbis, who saw in this promise and 
who read in this historic mission something very differ¬ 
ent—an Imperial Jewry chosen from the foundation of 
the world not only to lead toward righteousness but to 
achieve and wield dominion over the nations of the earth. 
But the fulfillment of this mission could only be accom¬ 
plished if the Jew resisted fusion with other peoples and 
remained a race apart, feeling and thinking and plan¬ 
ning and working always as a Jew. To preserve this 
racial solidarity and this psychological aloofness it was 
not only necessary that marriage outside the Jewish com¬ 
munity be frowned upon, but so far as possible, even 
friendship with the Goyim was to be discouraged. “A 
Jew will under no circumstances become the friend of a 
Christian or a Moslem before the moment arrives when 
the light of a Jewish Faith, the only religion of reason, 
will shine over the whole world.” 7 That along this road

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lay disaster, that sooner or later Jewish nationalism would 
come into conflict with nationalism everywhere and that 
the inevitableness of this conflict would keep pace with 
the rising power of Jewry, seems never to have occurred 
to these blind leaders of the chosen race who, carried 
away by their grandiose vision, cared less for the welfare 
of their people than for the attainment of world domin¬ 
ion. 

The Bolshevist Revolution was at once the greatest 
triumph and the greatest calamity which has ever be¬ 
fallen the Jewish people. Even before that triumph was 
fully realized, the world outside woke as from a sleep. 
And there began that resounding world-wide discussion 
of the Jewish question which centered about that famous 
document, the Protocols of the Elders of Zion, in which, 
it was claimed, the whole great plan of conquest was laid 
out in minute detail. That discussion had died down in 
the intervening years, with no particular settlement one 
way or the other, one side still maintaining the genuine¬ 
ness of the document and the other still determined to 
prove it a colossal and malicious fabrication. And here it 
was again, an allusion to that same sinister play publicly 
displayed for the German people to see. 

Following the appearance of the text of this proclama¬ 
tion in the foreign press, one heard again, like reverbera¬ 
tions of that earlier controversy, that charge which the 
London Morning Post had made twenty years before, 
that the Jews were in a plot to seize control of the world. 
Those famous quotations of prominent leaders of Jewry 
which had found their way into circulation in that earlier 
period were out again. 
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“The Jews energetically reject the idea of fusion with 
the other nationalities and cling firmly to their historical 
hope, i.e., of world empire.” (From speech of Dr. Man¬ 
delstam, delivered at the Basel Zionist Congress of 1898. 
The Fomidations of the Nineteenth Century, by H. F. 
Chamberlain, Vol. I, page 335.) 

“Capture the press! Through it everything will come to 
you in the natural course of events.” (Adolphe Cremieux, 
Founder, Alliance Israelite Universelle, quoted from A. 
Shamakoff. Address in defense of T. Dekshin and others, 
page 36. Moscow: University Printing Office, 1907.) 

“For the present we have reason to be satisfied with the 
spirit in which our aspirations were regarded by the 
mighty ones of the earth. Do not demand more than this 
intimation from your Action Committee. In this respect 
you must have implicit confidence in it. You may freely 
question it regarding all other matters.” (Theodore 
Herzl, Congress Addresses, delivered at London, Aug. 
13, 1900, at the Zionist Congress. Published by the Fed¬ 
eration of American Zionists, New York, 1917.) 

To these and numerous others of the same general 
character, taken from books and addresses of the lead¬ 
ers of Jewry in almost every nation, there was added, 
following the appearance of the German poster, certain 
new ones not previously brought out. 

“Hertzl knew that we were on the eve of a terrible 
crisis which would affect the whole world. Perhaps soon 
some kind of world congress would meet, and the great, 
free, mighty England would then continue the work 
which she had started with her generous offer (of 
Uganda). And should you now ask me what Israel 
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should do in Uganda, so let me say the following words 
just as if I were showing you the steps of a high and still 
higher ladder: Herzl, the Zionist Conference, the Future 
World War, the Peace Conference at which the free 
Palestine will be created with the help of England.” 
Speech of Max Nordau in Paris in 1903. See Jewish News, 
Sept. 19, 1919. Quoted from The Fascist (London) Feb.

And this from the same issue of the same journal: 
“Zionism is but an incident of a far-reaching plan; it is 
merely a convenient peg on which to hang a powerful 
weapon.” Letter from Louis Marshall, American Zionist, 
Sept. 26, 1918. 

And this from the American Hebrew of June 3, 1938: 

“Either by accident or design a Jew has come to a 
position of foremost importance in each of these coun¬ 
tries (England, France, and Russia); in the hands of 
Non-Aryans lies the very lives of millions. 

“In France the Jew Leon Blum and his Popular Front 
government were forced to resign. . . . But Lebrun 
(President) is a mere figurehead and Daladier has shoul¬ 
dered the burden for the moment. . . . Blum will con¬ 
tinue to be the one to whom the masses will look for 
leadership ... and may yet be the Moses that will lead 
the floundering la Belle out of the wilderness. 

“Maxim Litvinoff, the Soviet supersalesman, is the Jew 
who sits at the right hand of Stalin, the little tin soldier 
of Communism ... and in stature far outranks any 
comrade of the Internationale with the exception of the 
sallow complexioned keeper of the Kremlin. Litvinoff is 
the high pressure gentleman who sold President Roose¬ 
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velt. ... He also fostered and promoted the Franco- 
Russian pact of mutual assistance. ... As well as other 
alliances in Europe. Keen, cultured, capable ... he has 
accomplished the ultimate in the diplomatic ken by keep¬ 
ing conservative England, managed by silk-topped 
Etonians, on the most amicable terms with Red Russia. 

“The English Jew of prominence is Leslie Hore-Belisha, 
Tommy Atkin’s new boss. . . . This spirited and aggres¬ 
sive young man has transformed the British army from 
a shaggy, shabby, down-at-the-mouth and round-at-the- 
heels outfit to a mechanized fighting machine. . . . 
Suave, slick, and clever, buoyant, authoritative, an ex¬ 
cellent executive, his star is still rising. It may well be 
that he will follow the path of the most famous of all 
English Jews, Benjamin Disraeli, into the residence at 
10 Downing Street where the destinies of all the King’s 
men are decided. 

“So it may come to pass that these three sons of Israel 
. . . will send the frenzied Nazi dictator to Hell. . . . 
And when the smoke of battle clears and the trumpets 
no longer blare and the bullets have ceased to blast, there 
may be presented a tableau showing the man who played 
God, the Swastikaed Christus, being lowered none too 
gently into a hole in the ground as this trio of non-Aryans 
intone a requiem that sounds suspiciously like a medley 
of the Marseillaise, God Save the King and the Interna¬ 
tionale, blending in a grand finale, into a militant, proud 
and aggressive arrangement of Eili Eili!” 

Now read again that last paragraph of the German 
proclamation: 

“As soon as a non-Jewish State dares to resist us Jews 
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we must be in a position to cause its neighbors to go to 
war with it. As a means to that end we shall use public 
opinion by working on it through the so-called eighth 
great power (the press). With a few exceptions that do 
not figure at all, the entire press of the world is in our 
hands.” 

Obviously, in the Bolshevist Revolution and its wide 
ramifications throughout the world, we have the main 
cause of that tremendous tragedy which inside Russia 
has fallen chiefly upon the Slav and outside, chiefly upon 
the Jew.

CHAPTER X 
THE NEW MIDDLE AGES 1 

I F TWO Furies, rising out of the Great War, had 
said, one to the other, “You go to Paris and I will 
go to Moscow and together we will wreck the world,” 
that would have adequately explained the havoc we have 
witnessed in every field of human aspiration and en¬ 
deavor and, out of this havoc, the rise of the Reign of 
Force in Europe. For from these two cities, over the 
post-war years, the road runs straight to those incom¬ 
parable disasters, the rearmament of the world and the 
regimentation of human society. Given the Treaty of 
Versailles and the determination of desperate men to 
make that Treaty the law and order of Europe, the re¬ 
turn to arms was inevitable. Given the Marxist program 
and another group of desperate men determined to force 
that rigid system upon a great and growing people and, 
that accomplished, to carry it throughout the world, 
and again the rearming of the nations was inevitable. 
And the desperate men of Moscow, like the desperate 
men of Versailles, knew full well that only by force
